At the time 
c: death, the bank executive was 
under indictment on 19 counts in 
connection with the alleged misap- 
plication of funds of the institution 
which was believed to have caused 
the bank's collapse. 


After an autopsy, Coroner C. W. 


Davis announced: 
"Death 
was 
due 
to 
gunshot 


wounds, probably inflicted with sui- 
cidal Intent. An inquest will hardly 
be necessary." 
Murdock's death followed by three 


weeks that of David Barry, presi- 
dent of the First National and 
brother-in-law of C h a r l e s M. 
Schwab, 
steel magnate. 
Barry's 
death was attributed to acute indi- 
gestion. He died six days after he 
had been convicted of making false 
entries in the records of an affiliated 
institution. 
Charles E. McGahagen, cashier of 


the bank, shot and killed himself in 
the basement of the bank last De- 
cember. His suicide was laid to fi- 
nancial worries. 
Murdock left a note saying he haa 
been 
suffering 
unbearable 
pains 


since an automobile accident in 
•which he was injured several months 
ago. 
The note, police said, de- 


ci-red he could stand the suffering 
no longer. 
Murdock had been left alone by his

NATURE CAN'T BE UPSET 


From time to time we hear reports of dust storms in the mid- 


west. Their origin is another indication that nature always demands, 
and receives, payment for interference with her plans. I£ we could learn 
that lesson and work in accordance with her program we would avoid a 
lot of trouble and move ahead considerably faster, but often the rules 
are not known until it is too late to remedy the damage already done. 
Humanity is responsible for the dust storms which cause so much havoc, 
just as it is for most of the difficulties it encounters. 


Years ago the affected area was covered with grass, an excellent 


grazing country. The grass held the fertile soil in glace. The rancher 
was gradually replaced by the farmer who plowed the ground so that he 
could raise crops. Then the wind got in its work and began shifting the 
topsoil. If the process is not halted by a return t grass, the section will 
become a desert, in the opinion of soil experts. 


We have an example of the effects cf interference much closer 


home. Huge quantities of timber were cut from the hillsides, without 
thought of the future effect. 
Nature is taking her payment for that 


depredation in the form of damaging floods. However, we have at least 
partly learned that lesson and are doing something to make amends. 
Reforestation and conservation of the resources we already possess, are 
of course, the solution.

LESS ACREAGE, MORE FERTILIZER 


They certainly understand this New Deal down South. It will be 


remembered that the AAA has paid the farmers of the cotton belt some- 
thing like $112,000,000 to reduce the number of acres put into cotton. 


Reports of the Federal Reserve Bank state that the money ex- 


pended for fertilizer in the South is 45 per cent greater than a year ago. 
This means that about $50,000,000 of the $112,000,000 of the taxpayers 
money which the AAA gave the cotton farmers to reduce, their acreage, 
has been expended for fertilizer to grow more cotton. 


When they allotted two out of each five acres of cotton land to 


remain idle, the farmers naturally picked out the poorest acres for a 
"rest." But now, with an increased use of fertilizer, if Dame Nature is 
kind, a bigger crop may be raised on fewer acres. 


Of course, the Bankhead law discourages production by providing 


that the cotton grower must pay a heavy tax on all the cotton he pro- 
duces above a certain amount. This may discourage the farmers but it 
won't discourage Dame Nature. 


Now some of the Southern politicians are said to be worrying about 


what may happen if the cotton farmers produce considerably move than 
the legal number of bale* and are compelled to pay a tax which will re- 
duce the price of this surplus from ten to six cents a pound. 


WOMAN'S RIGHT TO CHANGE HER MIND 


Woman's unyielding prerogative to change her mind as she will 


has been given juridical bulwark in a decree (relating to a marriage an- 
nulment) just handed down by a Baltimore jurist. 


"What,'' his opinion demands rhetorically, "are the limitations,

ing no room for argument, he answers himself: There are none. "It is 
a God-given if not a constitutionally recognized and guaranteed right.

brimful are interesting, but, with his evident experience in the matter, 
he must realize that his legal expositions on such an issue won't make 
much difference after all.

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FAMILY REUNIONS 


T 


IME was when a family reunion was a matter of long prepara- 


tion and much planning. 
Nowadays the member charged 


with the secretarial duty sends out the postcards, the women 
of the households get busy with the picnic dinner, and on the 
morning of the appointed day the various scattered families 
hilch up their old flivvers and hop to it. The family reunion is 
more popular than the Sunday School picnic. 


Pride in a family name is usually back of these gatherings 


of the clans. As our American civilization takes on age, men 
think more of their forefathers and the part they played in the 
building of the great structure we call America. 


Sometimes the descendants and relatives 'by marriage go 


back to the ancestral home, assembling at the call of the sec- 
retary for a day of jollification each summer in the open. Col- 
lege professors and farmers pitch quoits as partners. 
The wo- 


man of fashion sits down to talk over family affairs with her 
cousin the seamstress. There is such a mingling of personali- 
ties and social ranks as makes for good democracy, and those 
who participate are the better Americans for their annual re- 
unions with those of blood relationship whose walks in life are 
usually so far removed they never meet except on these occa- 
sions. 


NATURE CAN'T BE UPSET 


Prom time to time we hear reports of dust storms in the mid- 


west. Their origin is another indication that nature always demands, 
and receives, payment lor interference -with her plans. If we could learn 
that lesson and work in accordance with her program we would avoid a 
lot of trouble and move ahead considerably faster, but often the rules 
are not known until it is too late to remedy the damage already done. 
Humanity is responsible for the dust storms which cause so much havoc, 
Just as it is for most of the difficulties it encounters. 


Years ago the affected area was covered with grass, an excellent 


grazing country. The grass held the fertile soil in glace. The rancher 
•was gradually replaced by the farmer who plowed the ground so that he 
could raise crops. Then the wind got in its work and began shifting the 


' topsoil. If the process is not halted by a return t grass, the section will 


become a desert, in the opinion ol soil experts. 


We have an example of the effects of interference much closer 


home. Huge quantities of timber were cut from the hillsides, without 
thought of the future effect. 
Nature is taking her payment for that 


depredation in the form of damaging floods. However, we have at least 
partly learned that lesson and are doing something to make amends. 
Reforestation and conservation of the resources -we already possess, are 
of course, the solution. 


LESS ACREAGE, MORE FERTILIZER 


They certainly understand this New Deal down South. It will be 


remembered that the AAA has paid the farmers of the cotton belt some- 
thing like $112,000,000 to reduce the number of acres put into cotton. 


Reports of the Federal Reserve Bank state that the money ex- 


pended for fertilizer in the South is 45 per cent greater than a year ago. 
This means that about $50,000,000 of the $112,000,000 of the taxpayers 
money which the AAA gave the cotton farmers to reduce their acreage, 
has been expended for fertilizer to grow more cotton. 


When they allotted two out of each fivs acres of cotton land to 


remain idle, the farmers naturally picked out the poorest acres for a 
"rest." But now, with an increased use of fertilizer, if Dame Nature is 
kind, a bigger crop may be raised on fewer acres. 


Of course, the Bankhead law discourages production by providing 


that the cotton grower must pay a heavy tax on all the cotton he pro- 
duces above a certain amount. This may discourage the farmers but It 
won't discourage Dame Nature. 


Now some of the Southern politicians are said to be worrying about 


what may happen if the cotton farmers produce considerably more than 
the legal number of bales and are compelled to pay a tax which will re- 
duce the price of this surplus from ten to six cents a pound.

Will Receive $20,290,788 In 


Federal Fund* For High- 


way Improvement 


(International Xe^vs Service) 


PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—Under 


the terms of the public roads bill, re- 
cently enacted by congress, Penn- 
sylvania will receive $20,290,788 in 
federal funds for highway improve- 
ments in the next three years, the 
Keystone 
Automobile 
club 
an- 


nounced after obtaining figures at 
Washington. 


Analyzing the figures, William S. 


Canning, engineering director of the 
club, said: 


"Of this amount $9,590,788 repre- 
sents an outright gift to the state, 
and will become immediately avail- 
able for use in the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1935. 
An additional 


$5,350,000 will be paid to the state 
in 1936 and a like amount In 1937, 
as a continuation of federal aid ap- 
portioned on the basis of population, 
area and road mileage. 


"The nine-and-a-half 
m i l l i o n 
grant to Pennsylvania is made avail- 
able for allotment to construction 
projects by the federal aid high- 
way system and its extensions into 
and through cities and on import- 
ant secondary roads. 
The law re- 


quires that In the absence of satis- 
factory reasons to the contrary not 
less than 25 per cent of the appor- 
tionment must be applied to sec- 
ondary or feeder roads, including 
farm-to-market roads, rural free de- 
livery and public bus routes. 


"The state is not required to match 


this sum, but it will be required to 
match the continuing grants in 1935 
and 1S37. 
In other 
words, 
the 


government, after the expenditure of 
the emergency appropriation, will 
return to the established plan which 
provides that the states meet it half 
way in paying the cost of highway 
improvements."

Will Receive $20,290,788 In 


Federal Fund* For High- 


way Improvement

PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—Under 


the terms of the public roads bill, re- 
cently enacted by congress, Penn- 
sylvania will receive J20,290,7BS in 
federal funds for highway improve- 
ments in the next three years, the 
Keystone 
Automobile 
club 
an- 


nounced after obtaining figures at 
Washington. 


Analyzing the figures, William S. 


Canning, engineering director of the 
club, said: 


"Of this amount $9,590,788 repre- 


sents an outright gift to the state, 
and will become immediately avail- 
able for use in the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. 1935. 
An additional 


$5,350,000 will be paid to the state 
in 1936 and a. like amount In 1D37, 
as EL continuation of federal aid ap- 
portioned on the basis of population, 
area and road mileage. 
"The nine-and-a-half 
m i l l i o n 


grant to Pennsylvania is made avail- 
able for allotment to construction 
projects by the federal aid high- 
way system and Its extensions into 
and through cities and on import- 
ant secondary roads. 
The law re- 


quires that in the absence of satis- 
factory reasons to the contrary not 
less than 25 per cent of the appor- 
tionment must be applied to sec- 
ondary or. feeder roads, 
including 


farm-to-market roads, rural free de- 
livery and public bus routes. 


"The state is not required to match 


this sum, but it will be required to 
match the continuing grants in 1936 
and 1937. 
In other 
words, the 


government, after the expenditure of 
the emergency appropriation, will 
return to the established plan which 
provides that the states meet it half 
way in paying the cost of highway 
Improvements."

Market Displays 


Strength Today 


Metals And Rails Are Pace- 


makers; Motors And 


Steels Stronger 


(International News Service) 


NEW YORK, July 10.—The stock 


market broke out of the rut today 
with a show of strength accompan- 
ed by the most active trading in 
weeks. Gains ran to 2 points. 


There was little in the news to 


nsplre the buying flurry other than 
reports from abroad that Governor 
Harrison of the New York Federal 
Seserve Bank was discussing dollar- 
pound stabilization at Basle. Official 
denials that this was contemplated 
ierved to revive inflationary psy- 
chology. 


The metals and rails were the 


pacemakers. Motors and steel were 
stronger, and gains of a point were 
common among former speculative 
favorites. 


Atchison and N. Y. Central led the 


rails up in the face of a sharp de- 
cline in traffic last week due to the 
holiday, U. S. Smelting rose 2 points 
in the silvers, while Howe Sound, 
Alaska Juneau, Cerro De Pasco and 
American Smelting were strong.

BASTROP, 
La., 
July 10. — A 


maddened mob of citizens battered 
their 
way 
into 
the little brick 


Morehouse parrish 
jail here last 


night, 
dragged 
Andrew McLeod, 


negro farm hand, Irom his 
cell, 


hanged him to an oak tree on the 
court house lawn and then mutil- 
ated hiii body. 


The negro was arrested Sunday 


after an attempt to attack a white 
girl on a highway near Bastrop. 
Sheriff Fred Carpenter said he ad- 
mitted his guilt. 


The mob, numbering nearly a 


thousand brushed aside the pleas of 
Sheriff Carpenter and District At- 
torney Prank Hawthorne, smashed 
down th« iron door of the jail and 
jerked the negro from his cell. 


As they battered on the door the 


face of another negro prisoner ap- 
peared BI> a barred window. 


"White folks, he's in here," said 


the negro. 
"If you'll break down 


this door, I'll throw him out." 


The mob, using steel rails as bat- 


tering rams and urged on by their 
leaders, pounded the door to bits, 
dragged the pleading negro to the 
Fairish court house 
and 
hanged 


him.

IN FIRE PROTECTION

July 9.—Short-wave radio will be- 
come part ol the regular equipment 
of Yellowstone park rangers this 
summer to aid in fire-protection 
work, according to George Bnggerly, 
chief ranger. 


A 50-walt station will be set up at 


park headquarters at Mammoth Hot 
Springs. At, Yellowstone lake a 20- 
watt station will be erected, six 
semi-portable sending and receiving 
sets will bo distributed to strategic 
points about the park, 
and 
six 


lighter portable sets will be provided 
for transportation directly to the 
fire lines.
